raty acquiefcence, and infatuate their reafon, yet 

bey willeventually judge according to the genuine 
merits of the cafe. The unprecedented poftpone- 
ment of the Federal City Lottery has juftly excited 
alarm, and that other rival lotteries have retarded 
jts drawing, is an allegation the moft vague and 
illufory. The public have been too long deluded 
to acquieice in the belief that the tickets are not 
principal ly fold, and thé protraction of. the lottery 
refiaits, not Som the tardy fale of tickets, but from 


cther inexplicable, caufes. The Canal Lottery, 
% 4 was inftiruted about the 18th of May laft,

amount, is now nearly clofed: and therefore 
how futile and void of planfibility is the excutle, 
that other lottcries have fince retarded the fale of 
tickéts ' To what canfés can we attribute this myf- 
terious rivalihip? and do not appearances afford 
us.the moft decifive and fatisfactory reafons for 
concluding that fuch a rivalhhip does not exift?— 
The celebrity of this lottery, which has attra&ted 
the attention of adventurers both in England and 
the United States, has certainly given it an afcen- 
dancy over the Canal Lottery, or agy other ofa furb- 
fequent laiticution. 

An advertifement under the fignature of Waring 


and. Millard, dated at George-town on the firft of 


Auguft laft, informs us that a company of gentle- 
men in the territory of Cosumbia had purchafeti a 
number of tickets to accelerate the drawing, 
which, according tothe advertifement, was to have 
commenced on the 28th of September laft, and on 
the sth of December following ene of its agents 
ftrives to wheedle the public a little longer, by in- 
forming them that ‘‘ the wheel will /wre/y be turn- 
ed in a fhort time !” 

The commifiioners who were appointed to lo- 
cate a diftri@t of territory ten miles fquare on the 
river Potomac, for the permanent feat of govern- 
ment, were impowered to ‘ provide fuitable build- 
ings for the accommodation of Congrefs ;”’ but the 
mode of provifion is not fpecified, and it may be 
doubted whether any implication in the a@ of Con- 
grefs juitified the commiflioners in the inftitution of 
this or the preceding lottery. It appears that nei- 
ther Mr. B t nor the commiflioners have given 
fecurity for the fidelity of their funttions, though it 
appears that Mr. B———t, by. way of inducement, 
has depofited funded property to a confiderable a- 
mount in the hands of Meiirs. Deacons, Forreft and 
Stoddard ; but it does not appear that he has made 
this depobt withoufthe power of revocation. So 
much has the JottePy depreciated in the eftimation 
of the public, that tickets have been fold by bolders 
for feven, fix, and even five dollars a piece, and Mr. 
B t himfelf has refufed them at thefe rates, be- 








caufe he is econfcientioufly principled againft this 


fpecies of fpgeulation, or rather perhaps becaufe 
filver has more charms than the countenance of 2 
fottery ticket. Upon the whole, adventurers have 
a very precarious fecurity, or rather no fecurity at 
all, that the lottery avill either be drawn, or the 
money refunded. The virulent conteft between 
the commiiffiozers and Mr. B t relative to Lotte- 
ry No. I, evinces their jealoufy, and impreffes a 
forcible conviction, that they did not repofe the moft 
unbounded coufidence in their agent. This rupture 
muft have originated from well-founded objections, 
and their diffrence is fo far from being amicably 
adjufted, thatthey have not recognized him as their 
agent in the prefent lottery: he now proceeds up- 
on his own gréunds, and is not officially refponfible 
for his condu&. He will indeed grow fat upon the 
intereft of this lottery money, and if he does not lofe 
it by the difafterous contingence of bankruptcy, ad- 
venturers will have reafonto thank their ftars.
